pace car pulls off the track, 33 
cars, cutting loose with an 
almost unbearable roar, race 
full throttle toward the first 
turn. The immediate thought 
of any first-time observer is 
that there is no way they can 
make it. 


Even drivers admit that it 


is a frightening experience. 


Men in the middle of the pack 
say that dust and exhaust 
smoke nearly blind them and 
they steer mostly by instinct. 
Suction f r o m the powerful, 
500-horsepower engines is so 
great, that racers in the rear 
actually are p u 11 e d through 
the first turn by the cars in 
front. 


It's a tough way to turn a

A Slugging Match 
On in the Indy Pits 


INDIANAPOLIS—(NEA)—Drivers and car owners, usual- 


ly a pretty casual group, are watching with eye-popping aston- 
ishment as giant automotive accessory firms slug it out for 
the privilege of fitting cars with their products. 


At the moment, racing folk are happy spectators at the 


world's richest Ping-Pong match. 


Nice fat, happy figures, like $100,000, ricochet off the 


walls in Gasoline Alley at the Indianapolis Speedway with 
startling frequency these days. 


One firm is rumored to have nearly $1 million tied up in 


a new—and very successful—racing team. 


Firestone tires, Champion spark plugs and Mobil oil ran 


the only show in town at the "500" for years. Now Good- 
year has challenged Firestone, Autolite is wrestling Champ- 
ion and Ashland, Humble and Pure are moving in on Mobil. 


They are spending money and the racing people are hap- 


pily accepting. On top of that, the woods suddenly are full 
of firms pleading for the chance to shell out big money to 
sponsor cars. 


Back in the good old days, an owner could figure it would 


take $50,000 (car cost $20-30,000) to run a first-class opera- 
tion during May. It costs more now. But the owners are 
getting help. 


Sometimes an owner who wanted to cut expenses could 


dig up a kind soul and nail him for $1,000 to sponsor the 
car For this the sponsor could watch the car go around with 
"Fred Sideslip and Sons, Roofing, Siding, Plastering and 
Wild Animal Training Special," painted on the hood. 


This year $25,000 is a going price. From there it runs up 


to the rumored 100 grand STP, an oil additive, is paying to 
sponsor the car of defending champion Jimmy Clark. 


So far the accessory dollar war has overshadowed what 


looked like a decent skirmish between the Ford engine, the 
new monarch of the Speedway, and the new supercharged 
rear-engine Offenhauser. But, after the first days of qual- 
ifications, the supercharged Offies were doing only slightly 
better than Gen. Custer against the Sioux. 


Ford powered 17 of the 23 cars which qualified the first 


two days and, led by Mario Andretti, who set a qualifying 
record of 165.899, swept all three front row positions. 


Fastest Offy man was Parnelli Jones, who landed on the 


inside of the second row with one of the supercharged jobs 
After Parnelli, you have to dig all the way back to the fifth 
row, where you will find Rodger Ward in another super- 
charged Offy. 


Andretti, the personable young Italian-American who has 


been clocked at fantastic speeds this month, ran over 168 
m.p.h. in practice. His qualifying average, though slower, still 
is nearly two miles-per-hour faster than Clark, who will start 
next to him. 


But Mario has a chassis problem. His car chassis is a 


Brabham, with modifications by mechanic Clint Brawner. 
Clark and George Snider, the other front row occupant, have 
Lotus chasses. It is a characteristic of the Brabham that it 
does not run as well as the Lotus with a full fuel load. 


Mario's crew is working day and night in search of a solu- 


tion. If they can't find it, race day fans may be startled to 
see the fastest driver in Speedway history slowly falling be- 
hind the pack for the first 10 or 15 laps. 


Once enough fuel is consumed, he can turn on the juice. 


So his biggest hope now is that he won't get too far behind 
before the car becomes competitive.

state fishing records have gone 
zy the boards. The newest in- 
volved the flathead catfish and 
the oldest, spotted (Kentucky; 
bass. 


The spotted bass record was 


upped to five pounds, 13 ounces 
by Don Heuer of Batesville, who 
caught the lunker on Greers 
Ferry May 13. The catch was 
weighed and verified by Wild- 
life Officer J. W. Davidson. 


The old record, five pounds 


and 11 ounces, was set in April 
of 1961 by a Chicago angler fish- 
ing on Lake Norfork. The catch 
was registered as a world re- 
cord and was the first such fish 
of its kind introduced into the 
national fishing records. Since 
then the world record has soar- 
ed to over eight pounds, set in 
Alabama. 


Grover Hawkins of Mountain 


View landed a 33-pound, eight- 
ounce flathead cat while fishing 
on the Red River on May 12. 
The former record had been set 
on April 15 of this year at 30 
pounds and 10 ounces. 


The G & FC slipped up in re- 


porting recently 
that the 30- 


pound flathead beat the old re- 
cord of 19 pounds. On Sept. 26, 
1965 the record was set at 26 
pounds by R. B. Crawford o f 
Mena, 
who 
used red worms 


while fishing on the Ouachita 
River for the record catch that 
stood till April of this year.

Q—What is the cause of 


myocarditis and how does it 
affect a person? 


A—Myocarditis, inflamma- 


tion of the heart muscle, may 
be caused by any acute infec- 
tious disease—especially such 
diseases as rheumatic fever, 
diphtheria, typhus, pneumonia 
and more rarely influenza and 
influenzalike d i s e a s e s . The 
cause is sometimes obscured 
by the fact that several weeks 
may elapse between the infec- 
tion and the onset of the my- 
ocarditis. 


Myocarditis may be acute 


or chronic. It causes enlarge- 
ment of the heart, shortness 
of breath on exertion, easy 
fatigability and characteristic 
changes in the electrocardio- 
gram. The 
chief 
remedial 


measures are limitation of ac- 
tivity and digitalis. 


Q — My 10-year-old daugh- 


ter, has had pimples and 
blackheads on her face for 
two years. The doctors have 
not been able to help her. 
What causes these blemishes 
and what can be done for 
them? 


A—This is no easy prob- 


lem. Both blackheads and 
pimples or acne are associ- 
ated with overactivity of the 
oil glands of the skin. They 
are usually worse during ad- 
olescence. 


The following m e a s u r e s 


may be helpful. Wash the face 
gently three or four times a 
day with a plain, white soap 
or one that contains hexa- 
ehlorophene. This 
will 
re- 


move the excess oil and bac- 
teria. Avoid cold cream and 
other cosmetics with a greasy 
base. A v o i d squeezing the 
pimples or blackheads be- 
cause this tends to spread 
any infection that may be 
present or introduce infection 
from contaminated fingers. 


Drastically cut the intake 


of chocolate, nuts, fats and 
iodized salt Your doctor can 
remove the blackheads under 
aseptic conditions after first 
loosening them w i t h hot ap- 
plications but, unfortunately, 
t\\n\ are likely to come hack 


again in the same location. 


Q—Is there any way a wom- 


an can take her own Pap 
smear? If so, where should 
she send it to have it exam- 
ined? 
* 


A—Although it is theoreti- 


cally possible for a woman to 
take her own Pap smear, this 
is highly impractical. Some 
gynecologists maintain labor- 
atories in their offices and a 
specially trained 
technician 


to e x a m i n e such smears. 
Others send them to clinical 
laboratories which are found 
in large cities but which make 
their reports only to doctor*^ 


Q—In a recent column you 


said, "Artificial 
sweeteners 


have been shown to be inef- 
fective as a means of reduc- 
ing." Does this mean they do 
contain calories? 


A—They contain no calor- 


ies but there is more to re- 
ducing than eliminating cal- 
ories from your beverages. f
